WORKMEN AS INVESTORS. 


The address delivered by Mr. ANDREW 
CARNEGIE as President.of the British 
fron and Steel Institute is as unique 
among documents of this character as 
the* man who delivered it is uniqte 
among ironmasters. To the representa- 
tive capitalists of the iron and steel in- 
dustries it will come as something of a 
revelation. Whatever they may think of 
his views on the subject of participation 
in the earnings of a business on the part 
of those who are mainly instrumental in 
its upbuilding, the fact remains that no 
success in the tory of British industry 
is comparable to that which Mr. Carnr- 
Gre made-in and near Pittsburg. This 
gives him the right to describe his own 
methods and express his views with a 
confidence which dispenses with all 
apologetic qualifications. Mr. CarnEeciz 
has been consistent to a principle 
throughout. That principle has been to 
recognize talent and capacity, to put 
those who pogsess them in a conspicuous 
degree in responsible places and to re- 
ward them adequately by making them 
participants in the profits of the busi- 
ness. How this plan worked in the case 
of the forty or more young “ geniuses ” 
who at various times became partners in 
the Carnegie business the world knows 
from other evidence than that which his 
statement furnishes. 

Perhaps most interest for the gen- 
eral reader attaches to the views ex- 
pressed by Mr. Canneucore relative to the 
general subject of the interesting of 
workingmen as stockholders in manu- 
facturing concerns, and especially to the 
plan of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion in offering to its employés the op- 
portunity of subscribing to its stock on 
somewhat more favorable terms than 
-those offered to¢he general public. Bvi- 
dently Mr. CarRngcrs does not fully ap- 
prove this plan, in which the invest- 
ment is at the risk of the men, and he 
intimates that probably the company 
will change this feature of its scheme 
when it has had experience with its 
workings. He is undoubtedly right in this 
view of .the case. Profit sharing, by 
whatever plan arranged, is something 
which must be regarded from quite an- 
other point of view than the investment 
of capital at the risk and on the judg- 
tent of the capitalist. It fs not wholly, 
nor even chiefly, for the benefit of the

The States General of Holland did un- 
doubtedly mean to confer a respectable 
measure of self-government upon the 
thousand people, more or tess, who in- 
habited Manhattan Island in 16538. But 
the willful Srurv¥msant baffled the 
benevolent intentions of their High 
Mightinesses eyen while he was pro- 
claiming them, the .protlamation being 
promulgated Feb. 2, 1658. Up to that 
time the settlers of Manhattan had had 
no civil rights except such as the Direc- 
tor chose to confer upon them—none, cer- 
tainly, which Srurvesant felt bound to 


| respect. The States General empowered 


the inhabitants to choose for themselves 
a Schout, or Sheriff; two Burgomasters, 
and five Schepens, to form a Municipal 
Court of Justice. But the Director con- 
cluded that these officials would be 
much more satisfactorily selected if he 
chose them himself, than if he left the 
choice of them to the people, and he pro- 
ceeded to appoint them accordingly. But 
it is true that the court was established, 
and that it was the beginning of our 
municipal institutions, although there is 
now no vestige of it remaining.

NOVEL POINT OF LAW. 


Question Raised on a” a* Métion to Set 
Aside a Judgment. Against the 
James P. McDonald Go. 


There is a novel. point of law-involved in 
a case that came up before Justice O’Gor- 
man in the Supreme Court yesterday. - The 
motion was in. behalf of the Janies P. Mc- 
Donald Company, a West Virginia corpora- 
tion, with offices at 35. Nassau Street, in 
this city, and is to set aside a judgment 
amounting to $26,944.82 entered against the 
company April 21 in favor of Arthur Seriol 
of this city as assignee of -G. N. Ruggieri,. 
a contractor of Quito, Ecuador. “Ther Mc- 
Donald. Company is.a contracting corpora- 
tion and has had the cohtract, > involving 
about $2,000,000, for:constructing fhe Guay- 
aguil and Quito Railroad, in Beuador.

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LEGAL NOTES. 


BROK®eR TAX INVALID.—When charged in 
a Police Court in Washington,.D. C., with 
being an unlicensed broker, Robinson Lap- 
pan answered -that’ the personal tax law of 
the District of Columbia, which. requires a 
license fee of brokers, was unconstitutional, 
in that it discriminated against brokers who 
conducted business in the District of Co- 
lumbia, and were not members of a regu- 
ler organized Exchange outside of ‘the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and charged them a two- 
hundred-and-fifty-dollar license fee,’ while 


brokers conducting business ‘in thé District 
of Columbia who were ges of such an 
outside Exchange were rged but $£)00. 
The Police eg om decided ¢ against him, how- 
ever, and held the law. Constitutional: ‘By 
a decision rendered on nesday by the 
District Court of Appeals, that t anal- re- 
verses Police Court and holds the law 
uncerstitutional.
